with  one  another.

H.M.  Consul  adds  that,  so  far  as  he  has  been 
able  to  learn,' practically  no  effort  has  yet  been  made  by  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  to  avail  themselves  of  the  present  opportunity 
to  introduce  British  substitutes  for  these  goods,  which  formerly 
came  from  C4ermany  and  Austria.

IMPORTATION  OF  UNSET  DIAMONDS  PROHIBITED. 


BY  THE  KING. 

A  PROCLAMATION 

For  Prohibiting  the  Importation  of  Unset  Diamonds  into  the 
United  Kingdom. 

GEORGE  R.I. 

Whereas  by  Section  forty-three  of  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act, 
1876,  it  is  provided  that  the  importation  of  arms,  ammunition,  gun¬ 
powder  or  any  other  goods  may  be  prohibited  by  Proclamation  : 
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And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  importation  into  the  United 
Kinffdom  of  unset  diamonds  should  be  prohibited  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  : 

Now,  'J'herefore,  We,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council, 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  Us  in 
that  behalf,  do  hereby  proclaim,  direct  and  ordain  as  follows  : — 

As  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1915,  subject  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  all  unset  diamonds  shall  be  prohibited  to  be  imported 
into  the  United  Kingdom: 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  nothing  in  this 
Proclamation  shall  apply  to  unset  diamonds  imported  under  the 
licence  of  one  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  such  licence. 

ITris  Proclamation  may  be  cited  as  the  Diamonds  (Prohibition  of 
Import)  Proclamation,  1915. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Iluckingham  Palace,  this  Twenty-eighth 
day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  fifteen  and  in  the  Sixth  year  of  Our  Reign.

against  ships  or  cargoes  which  have  been  condemned  or  detained  by 
orders  of  Prize  Courts,  and  to  recommend  to  what  extent,  in  what 
manner,  and  on  what  terms  such  claims  should  be  met  or  provided  for. 

All  British,  Allied  or  neutral  persons  having  any  such  claims  against 
the  vessels  mentioned  below  should  forward  their  claims,  with  all 
necessary  particulars,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  Board  of 
Trade,  Whitehall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  as  soon  as  possible,  and  in 
any  case  wuthin  three  months  from  27th  July,  after  which  they 
cannot  be  entertained.

They  have  instituted  recently  a  special  register  of  women  who  are 
anxious  to  undertake  woi'k  during  the  war  in  order  to  replace  men 
who  are  eligible  for  military  service.

All  occupations  are  represented 
among  the  women  on  the  legister,  and  many  of  themihave  very  satis¬ 
factory  qualifications  for  the  work  they  seek.

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ITALIAN  BLOCKADE  OF  THE  ADRIATIC. 

Issne  of  Special  Safe-Condncts. 

The  “  London  Gazette  ”  of  23rd  July  notifies  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  has  received  from  H.M.  Ambassador  at  Rome 
the  following  translation  of  a  Royal  Decree,  dated  4th  July,  and 
published  in  the  Italian  Official  Gazette  of  8th  July: — 

Article  1. — The  blockade  declared  by  the  Royal  Government  on 
26th  and  30th  May,  1915,*  is  extended  to  the  whole  zone  of  the 
Adriatic  Sea  to  the  north  of  the  Otranto- Aspri-Ruga  (Strade  Bianchi) 
line. 

Consequently  the  navigation  of  the  Adriatic  Sea  to  the  North  of 
this  line  by  merchant  ships  of  any  nationality  is  forbidden. 

Article  2. — The  Minister  of  Marine,  or  the  authorities  delegated  by 
him,  may  nevertheless  grant,  after  necessary  enquiries,  special  safe- 
conducts  to  merchant  ships  desirous  of  proceeding  to  ports  belonging 
to  or  occupied  by  Italy  or  Montenegro. 

Vessels  desirous  of  entering  the  Adriatic  must  proceed  to  Gallipoli 
(Apulia),  where  the  safe-conducts  of  entry  must  be  obtained. 

For  leaving  the  Adriatic,  vessels  after  having  received  permission 
at  the  port  of  departure  must  proceed  to  Bari,  where  they  will  be 
furnished  with  the  safe-conducts  of  departure. 

Vessels  provided  with  safe-conducts  must  cross  the  blockade  line 
Otranto-.Vspri-Ruga  (Strade  Bianchi)  during  daytime  only.  They 
must  stop  on  that  line  at  a  distance  not  greater  than  5  miles  from  the 
Italian  shore  to  be  visited  by  the  men-of-war  designated  for  that 
purpose. 

Article  3. — The  rules  laid  down  in  our  Decree  (No.  899)  of  13th  June, 
1915,  as  well  as  any  special  regulations  which  the  naval  authorities 
may  think  fit  to  enforce  on  vessels  entering  or  leaving  the  Adriatic, 
must  be  observed  by  all  merchant  vessels  of  whatever  nationality 
navigratinff  in  the  Adriatic  in  the  circumstances  provided  for  in 
Article  2. 

Article  4. — Vessels  contravening  the  rules  l.aid  down  in  the 
preceding  articles  will  be  considered  guilty  of  violation  of  the  blockade, 
and  are  liable  to  capture  and  confiscation,  together  with  their  cargoes, 
according  to  the  regulations  in  force. 

Article  5. — The  present  decree  will  come  into  force  on  6th  July,  1915.

(a)  The  precise  kind  of  goods  about  which  the  enquirer  desires 
information,  and 
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(/>)  'J'he  particular  points  in  regard  to  which  he  especially  wants 
to  be  informed. 

Attention  is  directed  to  this  matter  because,  if  applicants  would 
make  their  eiujuiries  mm'e  jirecifp,  they  would  benefit  by  receiving 
more  precise  information.  It  would  also  be  in  their  interest  to  state 
w'hether  they  have  already  succeeded  in  obtaining  any  trade  in  the 
countries  in  question,  whether  they  are  represented  by  agents  thei'e, 
and  if  so  by  whom,  and  whether  they  are  satisfied  with  their  rejire- 
sentation. 

Applicants  for  information  may  apply  direct  to  11. .M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  Imperial  'I'rade  Correspondents  in  the  Dominions, 
the  correspondents  ot  the  (’ommercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the 
Board  of 'I’rade  in  other  parts  of  the  Umpire,  and  to  H.M.  Consular 
OHicers  in  foreign  countries,  but  it  is  generally  desirable  that  they 
should  apj)lv.  in  the  instance,  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Hasinghall  Street,  Ixindon,  E.C.,  because  by  the  .adoption 
of  this  course  much  delay  m.ay  be  avoided  in  those  cases  in  which 
the  Branch  is  already  in  jwssession  of  the  required  information. 


TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 


Barbados. — The  Weekly  Bulletin  of  the  I  iepartment  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  .at  Ottaw.a,  dated  5tli  duly,  publishes  a  report  by  the 
Canadian  'I'l.ade  Commissioner  in  Barbados  (Mr.  E.  11.  S.  Flood) 
from  wliich  the  following  particulars  are  extracted: — 

In  going  tlirough  the  stores  and  warehouses  in  Barb.ados  and 
observing  the  want  of  customers  and  general  inaetivity  it  is  evident 
th.at  the  traile  ot  the  island  is  sufiering  from  an  unusual  depression. 
There  has  also  lieen  a  i’alling-otf  in  the  revenue.  For  the  first  time 
for  years  an  export  duty  has  been  pkaced  mi  sugar  and  molasses  (see 
p.  312  of  the  “  Boanl  of  Trade  Journal”  ot  2yth  April,  191.5),  and 
.an  increase  is  looked  for  in  tlie  rate  of  import  duty.  Had  it  not 
been  for  a  fairly  good  crop  this  p.ast  year,  wliicli  gave  a  lengthy  se.ason 
of  employment,  and  tor  the  favourable  prices  obtained  for  produce, 
the  efiects  of  the  depression  would  be  much  more  keenly  felt  at  the 
present  time. 

'I'here  w.a.s  an  increase  of  £58,481  in  the  value  of  the  exports  from 
Barbados  in  1911  .as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  this  trade 
did  not  re.ach  the  ligures  for  191:^,  and  was  in  fact  under  the  average 
of  reivnt  years.  More  staple  products  were  shipped  than  in  1913. 
Market  prices  for  sugar  were  exceptionally  low  during  the  e.arly 
months  of  the  year,  and  there  was  no  advance  till  after  the  outbreak 
of  the  w.ar,  at  which  time  nearly  all  the  sugar  of  the  island  had  been 
exporter!. 

Within  the  past  few  months  there  has  been  some  advance  in  the 
prices  of  most  classes  of  manufactured  goods  imj)orte<l  into  Barbados. 
Moreover,  there  has  been  a  shortiige  of  supply  from  European 
countries.  No  immetliate  lowering  ot  prices  can  be  looked  for  and 
buyers  will  h.ave  to  place  their  onlers  wherever  goorls  can  be  supplied, 
irrespective  of  former  pritjes.  Firms  should  send  representatives  to 
Barbados  in  the  coming  autumn  and  winter. 
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One  bright  side  to  the  present  situation,  adds  the  Canadian  Trade 
Commissioner,  is  that  the  sugar  crop  for  the  coming  season  will 
probably  be  very  large.  During  the  whole  of  what  is  usually  the 
<lry  season  a  considerable  quantity  of  rain  has  fallen,  and  the  3'oung 
cane  is  unusually  good  for  the  time  of  year.  The  vegetable  crop 
should  also  be  unusually  large,  as  conditions  have  been  so  favourable 
for  growth  since  planting. 

Brazil  (Para). — H.M.  Consul  at  I’arA  reports  that,  with  regard  to 
trade  competition  in  that  district  he  is  informed  that,  though 
American  manufacturers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  present  condi¬ 
tions  to  push  their  trade  in  Brazil,  the  general  local  opinion  is  that 
the  American  articles  are  not  so  good  nor  are  the  business  methods 
and  terms  of  the  American  firms  so  satisfactory  to  Brazilian  dealers 
as  either  the  British  or  German,  and  that  as  soon  as  normal  conditions 
are  restored  purchasers  will  abandon  their  present  American  clients 
in  favour  of  British  or  German.  (C.I.B.  .34,3t;2.) 

^ 

Persia  (Ispahan). — H.M.  Consul-General  at  Ispahan  (Mr.  T.  G. 
Grahame)  reports  that  the  year  1913-14  (ending  20th  March)  shows 
onlj’’  slight  improvement  on  the  previous  year  in  the  matter  of  trade 
conditions  in  that  region.  Prices  of  grain  and  other  food-stuffs 
remained  high  and  only  the  smaller  (government  pensions  were  paid. 
Money  was  slightly  easier  in  mercantile  and  banking  circles,  chiefly 
owing  to  rather  less  insecurity  than  usual  on  some  of  the  main  trade 
routes,  notably  those  from  Ispahan  to  Ahwaz  and  Tehran  respectively. 

Exports  appear  to  have  been  considerably  reduced — both  to  places 
abroad  and  to  other  towns  in  Persia.  Monej’  to  a  large  extent  was 
locked  up  in  opium,  which  had  been  bought  at  high  speculative  prices 
and  could  onlj^  be  realised  at  a  loss. 

A  certain  amount  of  insecurity  in  the  town  and  environs  resulted 
in  the  continuation  of  the  sense  of  unrest  prevailing  previously. 
Except  on  the  two  routes  mentioned  above  robbers  and  rumours 
of  robbers  on  the  roads  continued  to  make  the  regular  arrival  and 
departure  of  caravans  an  impossibility. 

The  import  trade  of  the  district  is  fully  exploited  by  European 
merchants  firms,  with  established  offices  or  representatives  in  Ispahan. 
It  is  onl}’  occasionally^  and  among  the  minor  imports  (e.;/.,  bicycles, 
stationery,  enamelled  ironware,  medicines,  &c.)  that  some  small 
opportunity’’  may  offer  for  an  independent  importer.* 

Cutlery’  and  leather  goods  of  United  Kingdom  manufai;ture  are 
much  appreciated,  but  the  Persian  buyer  is  seldom  willing  to  pay 
higher  prices  for  superior  quality’  of  goods.  Moreover,  the  enormous 
rise  since  1908  in  the  price  of  cereals  and  other  prime  necessaries  of 
life  continues  greatly’  to  cripple  the  purchasing  power  of  the  province 
for  imported  articles. 

Any  sucli  would  do  well  U)  consult  some 
of  the  merchant  firms  alluded  to  above  (a  list  of  whom  can  be  seen  at  the  Commercial 
lntelli(rence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  7J,  Basinifhall  Street,  London,  E.C.),  or 
the  lm{)erial  Bank  of  Persia,  2.’),  Abchurch  Lane,  K.C.,  before  undertaking  business 
offereil  by  unknown  natives. 
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Illustrated  catalogues  in  English  have  occasionally  led  to  small 
orders  for  Hritish  goods ;  but  it  may  be  taken  as  a  general  rule  that 
a  ])ersonal  representative  to  push  these  on  the  spot  is  a  sine  qvd  non. 
^Vhen  a  native  of  the  country  is  employed  in  this  capacity,  strict 
previous  enquiry  may  prevent  subsequent  disappointment. 

In  the  backward  condition  of  the  country,  and  with  the  inadequate 
means  of  transport  available,  there  is  at  present  no  demand  for 
el.aborate  machinery,  electrical  apparatus  and  all  the  luxurious  and 
complicated  by-products  of  an  advanced  civilisation,  catalogues  of 
which  frequently  reach  the  Hritish  Consulate-tieneral.  The  occasional 
purchase  of  a  motor  car,  oil  engine,  bicycle  or  iron  liedstead  must  not 
l>e  construed  to  mean  that  there  is  any  regular  demand  for  these 
goods.  (A. 11.  r.4.) 

Portugal. —  According  to  a  report  by  the  Firet  Secretary  to  H.M. 
liegation  at  Lisbon  (Mr.  G.  Young)  there  has  been  no  great  increase 
of  jinxl notion  in  Portugal  due  to  war  demands  and  no  great  decrease 
of  it  due  to  conscription  or  loss  of  markets.  The  increase  of  unpro¬ 
ductive  expenditure  due  to  mobilisation,  the  loss  in  revenue  and  the 
losses  over  exchange,  may  tenqiorarily  embarrass  Government  finance ; 
but  the  country  as  a  whole  has  not  as  yet  suffered  seriously  fiom  the 
war.  This  is  partly  because  the  jioorer  class  of  consumers  is  fed  mostly 
from  home  jiroduce,  with  two  important  excejitions,  bread  and  dried 
coilfish  (hacalhao),  and  heating  and  lighting  expenses  are  a  smaller 
item  in  the  domestic  budget  than  in  northern  countries.  War  exchange 
and  war  freights  have  driven  up  the  prices  of  coal,  petroleum,  and 
such  like  imjiorts,  while  the  inflation  of  the  currency  will  in  the  end 
probably  force  up  the  prices  of  home  produce  in  spite  of  the  eflorts 
lieing  made  to  keep  them  down  by  I'egulation. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  war  a  constructive  and  comprehensive 
scheme  was  initiated  so  as  to  prevent  the  embargo  on  manufactured 
twd-stufts  and  the  closing  of  the  European  markets  from  throwing 
the  industrial  population  out  of  work  and  from  accumulating  unsale¬ 
able  products.  The  scheme  provided  for  a  system  of  Government 
de|H\ts,  in  which  native  prorluce  and  the  raw  materials  I'equired  for 
industry  could  l->e  deposited,  the  receipts  being  negotiable  warrants 
to  a  ceilain  projH)rtion  of  their  value  which  the  State  would  discount 
at  a  fixed  rate.  This  interesting  experiment  has  given  goo<l  I’esults  in 
helping  the  imjx*rtant  coik  industry,  the  export  of  this  product  having 
suflered  heavily  from  the  war.  It  was  also  used  for  a  short  time 
by  the  sardine  indust iv.  but  this  focd-stuti'  soon  found  a  profitable 
foreign  nuarket.  The  wine  industry  is  another  export  business  which 
has  suffered,  but  the  w.arehousing  system  could  not  be  applied  to  it 
for  technical  reasons. 

On  the  whole,  the  internal  economy  of  Portugal  has  not  so  far 
suffertd  as  much  from  the  war  as  its  financial  position  and  its  previous 
commercial  relations  would  have  led  one  to  expect.  (A. It.  To.) 

United  States  (Boston). —  II.M,  Consul-t-leneral  at  Poston  (Mr.  F.  P. 
I.eay)  writes  that  strong  emphasis  should  be  laid  on  the  fact  that  in 
the  first  year  in  which  Ihe  new  tariff  was  in  force,  certain  branches  of 
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Ilritish  industry  increased  the  value  of  their  exports  to  a  remarkable 
defjree  when  one  considers  that  1914  was  a  year  of  commercial  chaos. 

I'he  statistics  of  imports  of  textile  goods,  and  perhaps  to  a  lesser 
degree  of  hoots  and  shoes,  of  United  Kingdom  manufacture  into  the 
United  States  during  the  year  1914,  while  not  showing  such  a  great 
increase  on  the  figures  for  the  preceditig  year  as  the  United 
States  tarirt'  changes  might  have  led  one  to  expect  in  a  normal  year, 
indicate  nevertheless  the  possibility  of  greater  developments  when 
commerce  shall  be  restored  to  its  balance. 

Local  manufacturers  and  business  men  seem  to  think  that  the 
hostilities  in  Europe  will  have  little  or  no  effect  in  diminishing 
British  competition  in  the  United  States,  and  many  hold  that  the 
play  of  economic  forces  in  the  United  Kingdom,  such  as  a  conceivable 
contraction  in  the  home  market,  may  operate  so  as  to  intensify  it  by 
influencing  British  manufacturers  to  make  increased  efforts  to  extend 
their  trade  to  foreign  markets.  There  are,  of  course,  those  who  hold 
that  a  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  in  the  United  Kingdom  will  be 
followed  b)’  a  rise  in  wages,  and  that  the  increase  in  labour  cost  may 
deprive  the  United  Kingdom  manufacturer  of  some  of  the  advantage 
given  him  by  the  tarifif  reductions. 

Exporters  of  some  classes  of  goods  are  beginning  to  utilise  in 
increasing  measure  the  facilities  offered  them  for  augmenting 
business  by  supplying  the  great  departmental  stores.  It  is  worth 
noting  that  if  the  department  stores  see  fit  to  carry  a  given  line  of 
imported  goods  the  value  to  the  British  exporter  of  the  sale  is  enhanced 
by  the  advertisement  given  his  goods  through  being  sold  by  these 
stores.  Such  establishments  cater  for  the  needs  of  very  great  numbers 
of  habitual  and  casual  customers  who  cannot  fail  to  take  note  of 
imported  stock  of  a  superior  grade  and  to  continue  asking  for  it  both 
in  such  stores  and  elsewhere. 

United  Kingdom  manufacturers  seriously  endeavouring  to  increase 
their  trade  with  the  United  States  should  remember  that  the  necessity 
of  adapting  their  selling  policy  to  local  conditions,  instead  of  pursuing 
the  same  line  of  action  in  all  [larts  of  the  United  States,  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  having  a  sufficient  stock  in  the  hands  of  the  retailers  to 
meet  the  demands  created  by  adveitisement,  and  due  caution  in  the 
choice  of  an  advertising  medium,  are  all  matters  deserving  attention. 

The  circulation  of  catalogues  is  useful,  and  the  absence  of  an  im¬ 
mediate  return  on  this  form  of  advertising  is  in  no  sense  a  sign  of 
misjilaced  effort.  Some  firms  in  Boston  send  buyers  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  a  number  of  local  business  men  are  in  the  habit, 
in  normal  times,  of  combining  business  with  pleasure  in  the  annual 
or  occasional  journey  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  observed  that  the  failure  of  an  exporter  to 
do  business  where  the  volume  and  value  of  imports  from  the  United 
Kingdom  into  Boston  are  large  should  lead  him  to  reconsider  his 
policy  and  methods  rather  than  to  abandon  the  attempt.  'Little 
business  is  done  by  spasmodic  effort,  owing  to  the  conservative 
tendencies  of  the  people,  reflected  by  the  attitude  of  the  wholesaler. 
On  the  other  hand,  valuable  trade  has  been  built  up  by  persistent 
efiort.  (A. II.  87.)

32,  Cheapside,  lA)ndon,  E.C,  The  industries  referred  to  were : —

(2)  Earthenware,  china  and 

glassware. 

(3)  Fancy  goods. 

(4)  Electro-plate,  cutlery  and 

clocks. 

(5)  Household  utensils  of  metal 

and  wood,  including  brushes. 


(6)  Jewellery  and  haberdashery. 

(7)  Electrical  apparatus. 

(8)  Cotton  piece  goods. 

(9)  Paper  and  stationery. 

(10)  Hardware. 

(11)  Hand  and  edge  tools. 


These  Memoranda  give  information  as  to  Rates  of  Import  Duty 
leviable  on  the  various  articles  name<l  in  the  principal  British  markets 
abroad,  as  well  as  in  the  principal  neutral  foreign  markets.  In 
addition  to  Customs  duties,  the  Memoranda  contain  useful  summaries 
of  the  regulations  in  force  in  various  countries  as  to  certificates  of 
origin,  invoices,  and  commercial  travellers’  licences  and  samples.

ADVEKTISING  OF  PROBRIETARY  ARTICEES  IX  CANADA. 

Recent  Legal  Decision  at  Montreal. 

The  ofiice  of  II. M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Cansda  rejjorts  that  the 
practice  of  dealing  with  cut-rate  drug  stores  in  the  Dominion  has 
been  detrimental  to  the  general  chemist  business  in  all  the  principal 
cities,  and  many  of  the  reliable  firms  will  not  stock  proprietary 
medicines  or  other  druggists’  sundries  which  are  dealt  in  by  these 
cut-rate  stoi-es.  In  this  connection  a  legal  decision  recently  made  at 
Montreal  in  regard  to  the  advertising  of  proprietary  articles  sold  at 
fixed  retail  prices  may  be  of  interest  to  British  manufacturers  and 
exjxjrters  of  simil.ar  gooils  :  — 

In  Novemljer,  1912,  a  certain  cut-rate  drug  stores,  which  had 
previously  entered  into  a  year’s  advertising  contract  with  the 
proprietor  of  a  Montreal  daily  paper,  submitted  an  advertise¬ 
ment  which  the  defendant  refused  to  publish  in  the  form  in  which  it 
was  written,  on  the  ground  that  the  advertisement  was  calculated  to 
do  injur}'  to  certain  manufactui'ers  of  toilet  and  shaving  requisites, 
inasmuch  as  the  plaintiff  was  offering  to  sell  those  particular  makes 
at  a  low  price,  or  even  to  give  away  (without  st.ating  any  price),  as 
a  combination  of  gift  and  sale.  On  ivfusal  to  publish  the  advertis- 
inent  8ubmitte<l,  the  plaintiff  entered  a  suit  for  15.000  dols.  damages, 
claiming  that  injury  to  that  extent  had  been  caused  to  the  business. 

In  summing  up,  the  Court  stated  that  the  defendant  newspaper 
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had  the  rifjht  to  decline  any  advertisement  which  it  might  deem 
objectionable,  and  accordingly  it  did,  and  could,  honestly  consider 
that  the  items  objected  to  did  not  embody  reasonable  cuts  or  reduc¬ 
tions  in  price  and  were  so  much  below  the  regular  piice  of  the  said 
manufactured  goods  as  to  be  drastic  and  excessive  to  the  extent  of 
Ijeing  injurious  to  the  manufacturers.  As  to  the  practice  of  giving 
awav  these  manufactures  in  the  peculiar  combination  of  oH’erings  in 
which  they  appeared,  the  defendant  did,  and  could,  consider  such 
offerings  as  injuriously  rellecting  on  the  reputation  and  standing  of 
the  manufacturers,  and  of  a  nature  to  affect  injuriously  the  manufac¬ 
turers  in  their  trade.  The  action  was  dismissed  with  costs. 

The  office  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  suggests  that  British 
manufacturers  supplying  the  Canadian  markets  with  proprietary 
articles,  &c.  would  therefore  do  well  to  instruct  their  agents  to  watch 
developments  very  carefully,  otherwise  orders  might  be  received  from 
cut-rate  drug  stores  which  will  serve  to  curtail  their  sales  to  the 
legitimate  retail  chemist.  (C.I.B.  .37,421.) 


SE.V-BOUNE  TRADE  OE  BENGAL  IN  1914-15. 

'I’he  following  particulars  respecting  the  sea-borne  trade  of  Bengal 
Province  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1915,  have  been  taken 
from  the  Annual  Report  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  Calcutta : — 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  sea-borne  trade  of  the  Province, 
embracing  the  trade  of  the  port  of  Calcutta  and  of  the  subordinate 
j)orts  (Chittagong,  Narayanganj,  Ch.andpur,  Cox’s  Bazar,  Barisal,  and 
Nilla),  amounted  to  1,(31,3(3,33.000  rupees  in  1914-15,  as  against 
2,14,97,0(3,000  rupees  in  1913-14,  and  2,02,31,25.000  rupees  in 
1912-13.  Of  the  1914-15  total,  the  foreign  trade,  inclusive  of 
Government  stores,  accounted  for  1,38,00,68,000  rupees  and  the 
coasting  trade  for  23,29,05,09()  rupees. 

-Mthough  the  great  boom  of  the  previous  three  years  had  com¬ 
menced  to  pass  awa}’,  the  trade  of  Bengal  in  the  months  of  April, 
M.ay,  flune,  and  duly,  1914,  was,  to  s.ay  the  least,  mildly  prosperous. 
The  commencement  of  hostilities,  however,  aiid  the  depredations  of 
the  enemy’s  cruisers,  restricted  trade  during  A\igust,  September  and 
Octol>er.  Since  then  commerce  has  much  expanded,  financial  supplies 
have  Iteen  ample  and  trade  has  largely  recovered  its  bouyancy,  though 
restrained  somewhat  by  a  scarcity  of  tonnage.  'I’he  net  result  has 
been  a  contr.act^ion  in  the  value  of  the  ])ast  year’s  trade  equivalent  to 
nearly  25  f>er  cent.,  the  lowest  recorded  since  1910-11.  Imports  of 
merchandise  decreased  by  20‘69  per  cent,  and  exports  of  Indian 
pixxluce  and  merchandise  by  27‘82  per  cent. 

The  total  value  of  the  merchandise  (exclusive  of  Government  stores) 
imjx)rted  into  the  }X)rt  of  Calcutta  in  the  foreign  trade  during  the 
year  ended  31st  starch,  1915,  was  56,20,98,00()  rupees,  as  against 
70,68,81,000  rupees  in  1913-14.  The  following  table  shows  the 
values  of  some  of  the  principal  items  contributing  to  this  trade : —

CHKMICAL  TRADE  OF  JAPAN  IN  1914. 

'Phe  following  inforra.'ition  regarding  the  chemical  trade  of  Japan 
in  1914  has  l>een  received  from  H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at 
Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M  C.)  : — 

This  general  (Question  of  chemicals  has  been  occupj'ing  a  great  deal 
ol’ attention  in  Japan,  and  a  8})ecial  commission  has  been  sitting  at 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce  to  discuss  it.  As  far 
as  one  can  learn  the  (lovernment  will  lie  asked  to  protect  the  industry 
bv  gianting  loans  at  low  rates  of  interest  and  contracting  to  buy  the 
products,  while  high  import,  duties  are  to  be  imposed  if  necessary. 
The  plans  however  are  still  far  from  materialising. 

The  following  toble  (as  given  in  the  ollioial  returns)  show’s  the 
quantities  and  values  of  the  imports  of  chemicals  into  Japan  during 
1914,  the  figures  for  1913  being  added  for  purpose  of  comparison  : —

Exjx>rt!t. — It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  Japanese  chemical 
factories  are  now  turning?  out  cliemicals  (mostly  teichnical)  of  very 
fair  quality  and  in  considerable  quantities.  As  examples  may  be 
mentioned  zinc  oxide,  zinc  chloride,  precipitated  chalk,  magnesia 
carbonate,  magnesia  phosphate,  acetic  acid,  bismuth  salts,  &c.  I’liese 
home-made  chemicals  not  only  supply  the  domestic  demand  but  are 
to  some  extent  being  exported  to  India  and  other  Oriental  countries. 

A  new  line  has  been  started  by  the  manufacture  of  thein,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  when  the  industry  is  more  fully  developed  it  maj'^  become 
possible  to  export  this  drug.  Hitherto  there  has  been  a  regular 
export  from  Japan  of  tea  sweepings,  which  were  bought  mostly  by 
German  firms  at  from  2  yen  50  sen  (about  5s.  Id.)  to  3  yen  (about 
6s.  l^d.)  per  picul  (133|  lbs.),  and  it  is  thought  that  they  were 
used  for  chemical  purposes.  A  Japanese  company  at  Shizuoka  has 
now  started  the  production  of  thein  from  tea  sweepings  bought  on  the 
spot  and  it  is  said  that  the  monthly  output  at  present  is  300  lbs.  ; 
another  smaller  company  is  also  taking  up  the  manufacture  of  this 
drug. 

A  chemical  in  which  a  large  export  business  has  been  done,  though 
the  customs  returns  do  not  record  it  separately,  is  acetic  acid.  Since 
the  outbreak  of  war  considerable  orders  have  been  received  for  ship¬ 
ment  to  rubber-growing  districts  where  it  is  used  for  coagulation  of 
latex. 

The  exports  of  iodide  of  potash  have  doubled  during  1914  and 
were  over  £63,000  in  value.  Sulphuric  acid  was  shipped  to  some 
extent,  the  figures  recorded  showing  £14,000,  but  it  is  understood 
that  the  business  done  in  1915  will  be  much  larger. 

There  have  been  a  few  enquiries  as  to  insect  powder  and  more  as  to 
the  pyrotic  flower,  which  is  the  basis  for  the  manufacture  of  the  said 
powder.  The  exports  have  hitherto  gone  mostly  to  Germany,  but 
since  the  outbreak  of  war  enquiries  have  been  received  which  tend  to 
show  that  British  manufacturers  bought  their  supplies  from  Austria- 
Hungary  and  Montenegro,  so  that  they  have  now  been  compelled  to 
seek  new  fields.  (A.r.  60.)

(of  less  than  96  degrees  of  polarisation)  to  5  centavos  (gold)  per 
kilogramme.  The  Bill  further  proposes  that  the  Customs  duties  on 
imported  sugar  shall  lie  reduced  each  year  by  1  centavo  (gold)  per 
kilogramme  until  the  duties  are  completely  eliminated.

Dominion  of  C.anada,  as  follows  : — 

“  h'orest  plant  products,  including  logs,  t.an  bark,  posts,  poles, 
r.ailroad  ties,  cordwood  and  lumber,  originating  in  any  of  the

E.ach  shipment  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  an  inspection  certificate,  and  the  certificate  shall 
.accompany  the  bill  of  hading,  way  bills  or  other  memoranda 
pertaining  to  such  shipments.”

Regulations  to  prevent  abuse  of  the  exemption  accorded  under  (fi) 
above  are  to  be  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  the  exemptions 
accorded  under  (h)  and  (c)  are  subject  to  the  regulations  laid  down  in 
Articles  3  to  11  of  the  Royal  Decree  of  the  11th  August.  1908,  or 
such  provisions  as  may  be  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  in 
special  cases.

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December  next,  such  oils  may  only  be  imported  into  the  Republic 
when  the  particulars  required  by  Article  2  of  the  Law  of  the  2nd 
December,  1914  are  marked,  in  Spanish  or  Italian,  on  any  one  side 
of  the  metallic  receptacle,  or,  in  the  case  of  oils  imported  in  bottles, 
are  printed  on  the  labels  bearing  the  maker’s  name. 

On  and  after  the  Ist  January,  1910,  comestible  oils  will  only  be 
allowed  to  be  imported  into  Uruguay  when  they  comply  with  the 
following  requirements : — 

(1)  The  receptacles  which  contain  comestible  oils  must  bear — 
engraved  on  the  metallic  receptacle  at  the  place  where  the 
makers’  name  is  shown,  or,  in  the  case  of  oils  in  bottles,  on  the 
principal  label — an  inscription  in  clear  characters,  each  letter 
or  number  being  at  least  1  cm.,  stating  the  kind  or  kinds  of  oil 
contained  and  the  quantity  thereof ; 

(2)  The  inscriptions  must  be  without  abbreviations,  and  in 
the  Spanish  language,  and  clearly  and  plainly  arranged,  so  that 
the  real  name  and  quantity  of  the  product  cannot  be  mistaken  ; 

(3)  When  the  oil  is  derived  from  only  one  seed  or  fruit,  the 
indication  must  be  in  the  form — “  aceiie  de  ollva,'*  “  aeeite  de 
algodon”  &c.,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  mixture  of  oils,  there  must  be 
the  inscription  “  aeeite  coitieslihle  ”  followed  by  the  names  of  each 
of  the  oils  which  enter  into  the  mixture  and  an  indication  of  the 
proportion,  e.g.,  “  aeeite  comestible  de  algodSn  (10  %  y  mani 

(4^  The  imywrtation  and  sale  ot  comestible  oils  is  prohibited, 
when  such  oils  are  insuHiciently  refined,  when  they  contain  more 
than  5  per  cent,  of  acid  (expressed  as  oleic  acid)  or  foreign 
matter,  or  when  they  are  artificially  coloured;

(a)  Un worked  metals,  worked  metals  in  the  form  of  waste  articles 
or  scraj) ;  iron  and  steel,  copper,  tin,  lead,  zinc,  aluminium, 
antimony,  and  combinations  of  the  same  such  as  tinplate, 
galvanised  iron,  bronze,  solder,  brass,  and  yellow  metal ; 

(h)  Wires,  needles,  thread  for  sewing,  weaving  and  embroidering  ; 
yarn  for  the  loom  ; 
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(c)  Imported  medicinal  substances,  serums  and  diagnostic*media, 

and  specifics ; 

(d)  Surgical  instruments  or  physical  instruments  for  medical 

use,  hospital  apparatus  and  materials ; 

(e)  Imported  pharmaceutical  and  industrial  chemical  products  ; 

colouring  materials,  paints  and  varnishes. 

The  Executive  is  empowered  by  the  Law  to  rescind  these  prohibi¬ 
tions,  entirely  or  partially,  when  they  consider  such  a  course 
advisable.  (C.  19,366.)

The  pre.-ent  Enactment,  \vhich  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July, 
1915,  provides  that  no  person  shall  import  tobacco  into  the  Federated 
Malay  States  otherwise  than  through  the  Post  Otfice,  or  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  tobacco  by  wholesale  or  retail,  except  under  licence.  No 
licence  for  the  importation  or  sale  of  tobacco  shall  be  issued  or 
transferred,  except  with  the  approval  of  a  Licensing  Board. 

Regulations  are  also  prescribed  relating,  inter  alia,  to  the  distillation 
and  manufacture  of  liquors,  storage  of  dutiable  liquors,  retail  sale  of 
liquors,  licences,  and  penalties,  &c.  (C.  24,512.)

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

According  to  the  issue  of  2nd  July  of  the  United  States  “  Commerce 
Additions  to  Reports,”  merchant  vessels  built  in  the  United 


Mercantile 
Marine  in 
1914-16. 


States  and  officially  numbered  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  Depai-tment  of  Cornmei’ce,  during  the 
fiscal  5'ear  ended  3Uth  June,  1915,  amounted  to 
1,226,  of  215,71 1  gross  tons,  compared  with  1,291, 
of  311,578  gross  tons,  for  the  fiscal  year  1914. 

During  the  past  lU  months,  however,  under  the  Ship  Registry  Act 
of  18th  August  last,  147  foreign-built  vessels  of  528,907  gross  tons 
have  been  added  to  the  American  merchant  fleet,  making  a  total 
for  the  year  from  both  sources  of  1,373  vessels  of  744,618  gross  tons. 

This  tonnage  is  the  largest  addition  in  any  one  year  to  the 
American  merchant  fleet  in  the  history  of  the  United  States.  In 
1908  the  total  increase  was  718,683  gross  tons;  in  1907  it  was 
596,708  gross  tons. 

The  losses  to  the  merchant  fleet  for  the  past  year  have  not  all  been 
reported,  but  for  the  first  nine  months  the}’  numbered  1,062  vessels 
of  1 95,052  gross  tons.

BOLIVIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  299  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  29th  January,  1914,  and  to  previous 
notices  relative  to  a  proposed  railway  from  La 
Quiaca  to  Tupiza,  H.M.  Minister  at  La  Paz  reports 
that  a  contract  has  recently  been  drawn  up  for  the 
construction  of  this  line.  The  contractors  are  a 
well-known  French  firm  whose  representative  is  shortly  expected  to 
arrive  at  La  Pnz  for  the  signing  of  the  contract,  a  clause  of  which 
provides  that  all  material  and  machinery  used  in  the  construction  and 
working  of  the  railway  shall  be  French. 

When  this  line  is  completed  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  construct 
the  section  between  Kilometre  89  on  the  Uyuni-Tupiza  Railway  and 
Tupiza  itself  in  order  to  bring  Buenos  Aires  into  direct  railway 
communication  with  La  Paz.  (C.  23,*)60.)

compareil  with  6,175.476  dols.  in  1913,  a  decrease 
of  over  7  per  cent.  In  1914  the  slate  operators 
in  general  reported  the  demand  for  this  material  as  good  up  to 
Octolier,  when  the  trade  dropped  oft’ from  25  to  50  per  cent. 

Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  Blaine,  Virginia,  New  Vork,  Maryland, 
New  Jersey’,  and  Utah,  in  the  order  given,  were  the  States  pro¬ 
ducing  slate  in  1914.  Pennsylvania  produced  over  63  per  cent,  of 
the  total  output  and  Vermont  about  'db  per  cent. 

Nearly  73  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  slate  produced  represented 
ro( 'fing  slate,  which  is  sold  in  “  squares,  ”  each  square  containing  a 
sufticient  numl)er  of  pieces  of  slate  to  cover  100  square  feet  on  the 
roof.  The  otitput  of  roofing  slate  in  1914  was  1,019,553  squares, 
valued  at  4,160,832  dols  ,  the  average  price  being  4’08  dols  per  square, 
the  highest  ever  recorded.  Pennsylvania’s  output  represents  about 
59  per  cent,  and  Vermont’s  29  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  roofing 
skate  production  of  the  United  States.  Virginia  was  the  only  State 
whose  output  showed  an  increase. 

3  he  output  of  milling  slate,  including  slate  used  for  blackboards, 
school  slates,  electrical  work,  table  tops,  and  sanitary’  and  other 
structural  woik,  decreased  in  value  from  1,714,414  dols.  in  1913  to 
1,545,955  dols.  in  1914.

npp  les  ai  e.  foi- the  1915-16  harvest,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
called  u|X)n  the  I)e})arfment  of  Bural  Economy  and  Statistics  to  furnish 
a  report  on  the  subject.  According  to  the  De})artment's  report  it 
appears  that  the  United  States  provides  Argentina  with  some  70  per 
cent,  cf  the  agricultural  machinery  and  implements  used,  whilst  the 
United  Kingdom  supplies  about  25  per  cent.  Importers  of  such 
machinery  laid  in  considetable  stocks  as  the  1913-14  harvest  promised 
to  l>e  latge.  As,  however,  it  actually’  proved  to  be  poor  and  the 
restriction  of  credit  prevented  sales  to  any’  large  extent  by  the  country 
storekeeper,  importers  state  that  there  is  more  than  enough  agricultural 
machinery’  in  the  Kepublic  for  the  normal  needs  of  next  year.

As  92'2  per  cent,  of  the  binder  twine  supplied  to  Argentina  from 
abroad  comes  from  the  United  States  and  27  per  cent,  from  the 
United  Kingdom  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  a  shortage. 

As  regards  bags,  98’3  per  cent,  of  the  hessian  or  sackcloth  for 
making  these  is  imported  from  British  Dominions.  The  number  of 
bags  required  and  available  for  this  year’s  harvest  is  250,000,000.  It 
is  estimated  that  without  further  importation  there  will  be  125,000,000 
bags  available  for  the  1915-10  harvest.  (C.  22,402.)

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Manila  (Mr.  J.  B.  Rentiers)  reports  that  the 
imports  of  cotton  goods  and  yarn  into  the  Philip¬ 
pines  in  1914  show'ed  a  considerable  falling-olf 
all  round,  their  total  value  being  ^‘2, 074,218  as 
compared  with  £2,467,563  in  the  previous  year. 
Imports  from  the  United  States  in  1914  were 
valued  at  £1,213.819,  and  from  the  United  Kingdom  at  £323,348, 
as  against  £1,475,983  and  £427.817  respectively  in  1913.

Of  bleached  yarns  Japan  contributed  £13,958  and  of  dyed  3’arn8 
£10,833,  while  out  of  a  total  import  of  £32,292  worth  of  mercerised 
)’arn8  she  supplied  £29,792.  Of  unbleached  yarns,  of  which  the 
total  im|H)rt  was  £53,333,  Japan  contributed  £47,500,  and  Ilritish 
India  £  l',792. 

The  United  States  have  barely  maintained  their  proportion  of  this 
trade  at  the  1913  level,  the  decrease  bein^  about  l|  per  cent.,  while 
the  United  Kingdom  has  continued  to  lose  ground,  imports  there¬ 
from  having  dro})pefl  from  17^  per  cent,  of  the  grand  total  in  1913  to 
15J  per  cent,  in  1914.  In  view  of  America’s  jX)sition  this  further 
decline  in  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  can  hard Ij' lie  attributed 
wholl}'  to  tarifl  duties,  but  a|)j)ears  to  lie,  in  a  considerable  measure, 
the  result  of  increased  com|)etition  from  the  Continent  of  Europe  in 
muslins  and  dyed  yarns,  and  from  Japan  in  bleached  yarns,  items 
that  have  hitherto  lieen  almost  exclusively  Hritish.  Trade  is  of  course 
always  changing  more  or  lees,  and  while  United  States  manufacturers 
have  succt'eded  in  introducing  new  items,  they  continue  to  meet  with 
strenuous  competition  from  Japan  in  fanc}’^  cloths,  and  even  to  a 
smaller  extent  in  staples  such  as  grev  drills  and  sheetings.

piece-goods  during  the  year  ended  20th  March. 
1914,  fell  5  to  8  j>er  cent.,  the  market  being  very 
dull  and  monej’  so  extremelv  tight  that  it  became 
a  matter  of  the  greatest  difficulty  for  sellers  to 
recover  even  the  smallest  amounts  from  purchasers.  Demand  was 
distinctly  l)elow  the  normal,  especially  as  certain  districts  formerly 
supplied  from  Ispahan  (such  as  Sultanabad,  Gulpaigan  and  Khonsar) 
began  to  obtain  their  piece-goods  from  liamadan  ;  and  whereas  in 
former  years  a  good  demand  e.xisted  everj'  spring  for  narrow 
Mexicans  for  the  village  of  Dehkurd  and  the  district  of  Chahar- 
Mahal  (llakhtiari  land),  during  1913-14  very  few  drapers  from 
outlying  districts  came  into  Ispahan  to  make  their  purchases  and 
the  Dehkurd  demand  was  chietl)’  met  direct  by  Shuster  merchants 
through  their  agents  on  the  spot.  Only  grey  shirtings,  owing  to

scanty  stocks,  formed  an  exception  and  realised  good  prices.  Perhaps 
one-fourth  of  the  normal  amount  of  business  was  transacted  between 
March  and  June,  and  yet  in  this  first  quarter  the  market,  although 
far  from  being  bright,  was  comparatively  better  tlian  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year’.  In  the  second  quarter  it  became  daily  w’orse 
and  in  the  summer  was  totally  paralysed. 

The  (September,  or  post-Ramazan,  market  was  cheei'#ul  by  com¬ 
parison,  except  for  white  shillings,  both  demand  and  prices  of  which 
were  out  of  pi'oportion  to  the  rates  ruling  in  Lancashire  and  stocks 
in  Ispahan.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  gi’eat  r'ise  in  the  price  of  raw 
cotton  in  America  and  Eurojre  had  practically  no  effect  upon  the 
Ispahan  market.  A  fair  business  w’as  even  done  in  woollens  and 
mixtures  at  satisfactory  prices.  Mexicans  too  showed  improvement. 

In  the  autumn  the  usual  demand  was  absolutely  lacking.  Money 
being  by  this  time  a  great  rarity,  local  importers  of  Jewish  goods  rid 
llamadan  and  Kermanshah  were  making  forced  sales  at  very  low' 
prices  in  order  to  meet  their  acceptances,  thus  spoiling  the  market 
altogether.  In  December  the  market  revived  slightly  and  rash  j)er8ons 
predicted  the  setting-in  of  a  better  demand  for  the  Persian  new  year 
season,  but  these  hopes  were  not  realised.  Not  only  was  business  at 
a  complete  standstill  during  the  penitential  months  of  Muharram  and 
Satar,  when,  except  for  the  purchase  of  material  for  mourning  gar¬ 
ments,  little  is  doing  at  the  best  of  times,  but  great  depression 
prevailed  on  the  eve  of  No  Ruz  (21st  l\Iarch,  PJM),  and  the  year 
closed  in  an  atmosphere  of  complete  gloom  and  despondency.  It 
should  be  remembered,  however,  that  great  scarcity  of  food  and  the 
abnormally  high  prices  of  commodities  prevailing  at  the  time  played 
a  conspicuous  part  in  demoralising  the  piece-goods  market,  as 
naturally  the  poorer  classes  of  the  community,  that  is  to  say  the 
majority  of  the  population,  being  on  the  verge  of  starvation,  could 
not  be  expected  to  give  much  thought  to  the  renewal  of  their 
wardrobes. 

(Several  caravans  of  Russian  piece-goods  arrived  from  the  north 
during  the  summer,  the  total  imports  for  the  year  being  estimated  at 
3,000  bales,  valued  at  something  like  £55,000.  Russian  goods  com¬ 
peted  during  1913-14  more  successfully  than  before  with  British 
goods,  several  local  merchants  having  imported  direct  from  Russia 
in  small  lots.  The  total  imports  of  Russian  piece-goods  amounted  to 
about  one-seventh  of  those  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  elsewhere.

-  ,  quantity  of  copra  exported  from  the  Philippine 

opra  an  Islands  in  1914  amounted  to  85,969  tons,  as  com- 

conn  '  pared  with  80,904  tons  in  the  previous  year.  I'he 

ipor  in  total  value,  however,  decreased  from  £1.988,692 

to  £'1,662,556  owing  to  the  fact  that  over  60  jier  cent,  of  the  entire 
exptirt  was  shipped  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  when  prices, 
which  had  fallen  sharply  in  foreign  markets  immediatelj*  after  the 
outbreak  of  war,  had  not  recovereii.  France  took  nearly  half  of  these 
ex[x>rts,  followed  in  order  by  the  United  States,  Spain,  Germany  and 
the  United  Kingdom. 

3'he  incn‘ase  in  the  exjwrt  of  coconut  oil  covers  two-thirds  of  the 
loss  ill  the  value  of  copra  exported.  'Phe  new  item  has  been  of  rapid 
growth.  In  1912  the  exjxirt  was  660  kilogs.,  or  little  over  half  a  ton 
v.alued  at  £8;  in  1913  it  was  4,509  tons  valued  at  £238,821  ;  while 
in  1914  it  had  risen  to  10,748  tons  valued  at  £545,663,  the  whole  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  £2,500  worth  shipjied  to  llong-Kong, 
went  to  New  York.

cake,  the  export  of  which  in  1913  was  2,G96  tons  valued  nt  £22,828. 
The  export  increased  by  50  per  cent,  in  1914  and  went  to  Hamburg. 

The  year  1914  marked  the  full  recovery  of  the  coconut  plantations 
from  the  etlects  of  the  drought  and  typhoons  of  1911-12,  and  a 
larger  production  was  looked  for.  'I'his  was,  however,  naturally 
curtailed  by  the  low  price  to  which  copra  fell.  A  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  general  situation  was,  however,  noticeable  during  the 
last  three  months  of  the  year.  Prospects  for  the  coming  crop 'are 
good. 

The  local  oil  mill  continues  to  be  a  strong  buyej*,  and  when  a 
further  mill,  now  under  construction  near  Cebu,  is  completed,  some 
reduction  may  lie  looked  for  in  the  export  of  copra  which  may,  how¬ 
ever,  be  counterbalanced  bv  an  increased  production  ot  coconut  oil.

0  a  asBU  u  s.  kernels  have  been  extracted  from  tha 

exceptionally  hard  husks  by  hand-breaking  and  are  being  packed  for 
shipment  to  Europe.  Reports  are  to  hand  that  hundreds  of  tons  of 
husks  are  being  broken  up  the  rivers  for  shipment  in  the  new  year. 
The  State  ot  Maianham  is  so  rich  in  babassu  that  supplies  appear  to 
be  almost  inexhaustible. 

An  enterprising  firm  in  Maranham  has  arranged  a  suitable  nut- 
cracking  machine  constructed  in  the  United  Kingdom  I'or  dealing 
with  these  nuts,  and  they  are  about  to  order  a  further  hundred 
machines  to  facilitate  the  breaking  of  the  husks.  Whether  these 
prove  a  success  or  not,  the  breaking  by  hand  will  continue  and  large 
exports  of  this  article  are  bound  to  be  made  in  the  near  future.

producer,  its  output  accounting  for  fully  81  per 
cent,  of  the  Republic’s  entire  production.  The  total  area  under  cane 
cultivation  in  11*14  was  2G9,23U  acres,  producing  3,053,331  metric 
tons  of  sugar  cane,  and  yielding  335,950  metric  tons  ot  sugar,  or 
nearly  9*2  per  cent. — the  best  result  the  mills  have  sliown  since  the 
beginning  of  the  industry.

During  1914  the  total  number  of  “ingenios”  (sugar  mills)  in 
existence  was  42,  of  which  37  were  in  active  operation.  Twenty- 
seven  of  these  are  situated  in  Tucuman. 

Most  of  the  machinery  now  in  use  in  the  mills  is  of  French  manu¬ 
facture,  and  this  has  been  employed  since  the  foundation  of  the 
sugar-refining  industry,  in  which  French  interests  played  a  very 
important  part.  There  is  also  considerable  llritish  equipment  and 
machinery,  but  of  late  years  Austrian  manufacturers  have  made  a 
strong  bid  for  this  market  and  their  machines  have  been  gradually 
replacing  those  of  British  manufacture. 

I’ractically  all  of  those  Buenos  Aires  importers  who  do  business  in 
sugar-mill  equipment  have  branches  in  Tucuman,  or  maintain  there 
technical  men  who  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  such  machinery. 
These  men  keep  in  close  touch  with  mill  owners  and  generally  act  in 
an  advisory  capacity  with  regard  to  new  equipment,  itc.,  and  they 
also  supervise  the  erection  of  new  installations. 

Though  in  1914  there  was  a  record  production  in  sugar  in  Argentina, 
a  severe  economic  depression  has  prevailed  there  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  little  has  be*n  done  in  the  way  of  erecting  new  mills  or 
making  additions  to  those  now  in  operation.  The  area  under  cane 
cultivation  is  but  a  small  part  of  the  suitable  land  available,  and 
there  remains  considerable  room  for  a  material  expansion  of  the 
production  of  sugar  cane.

H.M.  Consul  at  Dairen  (Mr.  H.  (1.  Parlett)  reports  that  the  value  of 


Bean  Trade  of 
Dairen  in  1914. 


l>eans  exjKtrted  during  1914  was  £1.779,865,  an 
increase  of  £800,568,  of  bean  cake  £2,347,098,  a 
decrease  of  £249,475,  and  of  bean  oil  £763,370, 


an  increase  of  £13  293.  The  year’s  export  of  beans  amounted  to 
255,112  tons,  being  100,533  tons  in  excess  of  that  for  1913.  Japan  was 
the  heaviest  purcliaser  with  139.222  tons,  followed  by  South  China 
with  65,498  tons.  Exports  to  Europe  amounted  to  25,806  tons,  an 
increase  of  23,644  tons  as  compared  with  1913.  In  bean  cake  there 
was  a  decrease  of  32,605  tons  compared  with  the  year  previous. 

The  bean  crop  for  1913-14  was  estimated  as  being  a  60  to  70  per 
cent,  crop — in  other  words  a  normal  yield— and  as  the  demand  was 
steady  and  prices  ruled  high,  farmers  were  encouraged  to  put  more 
ground  under  beans  in  1914.  Last  year’s  crop  was  a  heavier  one 
than  usual,  estimated  in  fact  at  about  80  per  cent.,  and  prices  w’ere 
lower  owing  to  the  plentiful  supply.  The  1913-14  beans  came  down 
from  the  interior  slowly  and  regularly,  at  an  average  of  from  30  to  40 
cars  per  day ;  but  those  for  1914-15  have  been  rushed  down,  80  or  90 
cars  per  day  being  jierhaps  even  l)elow  the  average.  The  former 
season  was  thus  long  drawn  out,  and  the  beans  when  they  finally 
reached  Dairen  were  in  gocxl  condition  and  dry.  This  year  on  the 
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contrary  they  are  eaid  to  be  moist,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  season 
will  not  be  a  long  one. 

The  question  of  dryness  appears  to  be  a  matter  of  some  importance 
not  only  for  the  dealer  shipping  beans  in  bulk  by  sea  but  also  for  the 
mill  owner.  It  is  estimated  that  whereas  tS  piculs  of  the  1913-14 
crop  yielded  4'7  catties  of  oil,  only  4‘1  catties  could  be  expressed 
from  the  same  quantity  of  the  1914-15  crop.  (A.U.  77.)

EGYPT. 

The  |Egyptian  “  Journal  OHiciel  ”  of  12th  July  publishes  a  Decree, 
which  came  into  force  on  that  date,  authorising 
the  Kgyptian  Post  Oflice  to  issue  postal  orders 
“lions  de  l’o.ste”  of  twenty  denominations,  the 
minimum  value  being  50  millidmes  (about  Is.)  and 
rising  by  50  milli^mes  to  a  maximum  value  of  £D.  1  (£1  Os.  OJd.). 
The  poundage  will  be  4  millidtues  (about  Id.)  for  orders  of  150 
millidmes  or  less  ;  7  millidmes  for  orders  for  amounts  between  300 
and  750  milli^mes  ;  and  10  milli^nies  for  orders  for  amounts  between 
800  millidmes  and  £E.  1.  Postal  orders  not  cashed  within  three 
months  of  the  date  of  issue  will  be  charged  a  surtax  equivalent  to 
the  original  poundage. 


DENMARK  (ICELAND). 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Reykjavik,  reporting  under  date 
„  12th  July  on  this  year’s  Icelandic  fishing,  says 

fishing  smacks  have  probably  never  had 
'  such  a  good  t’ear,  fine  weather  and  the  undis¬ 

turbed  state  of  the  banks  favouring  them. 

Motor  boats  and  rowing  boats  obtained  average  results  off 
the  Westmann  Islands,  where  fishing  was  very  poor  at  the  beginning 
of  the  season,  but  improved  in  April.  At  Sandgerdi,  which  is  said  to 
be  becoming  one  of  the  largest  fishing  stations  in  Iceland,  the  fishing 
was  carried  out  by  about  30  large  motor  boats,  and  the  results  were 
probably  a  record.  The  line  and  net  fishing  off  the  south  and 
south-west  coast  was  very  fair,  and  the  fish  of  good  quality.  At 
Thorlakshofn,  Stokkseyri,  and  Eyrarbakki  practically  only  net 
fishing  is  carried  on,  and  the  quality  of  the  fish  depends  on  w'hether 
the  nets  can  be  picked  every  day  or  not.  This  year  it  would 
appear  th.at  the  weather  conditions  permitted  of  this  being  done.  The 
fishing  in  the  western  fjords  has  been  rather  poor  this  year,  but 
may  improve  in  July  and  August.  Only  small  quantities  are  said  to 
be  available  in  that  district  this  year,  owing  to  exportation  in  wet 
condition.  J’ractically  no  fishing  has  as  yet  taken  place  in  the  north 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Polar  ice. 
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DENMARK  (ICELAND)  — eontinved. 

Altogether  it  can  be  said  that  the  catch  has  been  a  good  one,  but 
it  is  maintained  that  there  is  less  fish  at  present  in  Iceland  than  has 
been  the  case  at  this  time  in  normal  yeare.  owing  to  the  unusually 
large  exjxiite  of  wet  fish.  From  a  local  point  of  view,  the  year  is 
probably  a  record  one. 

I’here  does  not  apfiear  to  have  been  very  much  business  done  in 
dry  fish  as  3’et,  but  prices  have  ruled  high  and  appear  likely  to 
continue  so.  (C.I.H.  87,8«0.) 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Boston  (Mr.  F.  P.  Leay)  writes  that  in  his

expect  too,  much  ot  the  year  J914  in  regard  to 

comjieting  for  a  share  in  the  boot  and  shoe  trade  of  the  United  States 

(see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  25th  June,  1914,  p.  755),  even  though 

the  new  tariff' meant  more  favourable  conditions.  It  would  in  anj’  event 

have  lieen  necessary  for  them  to  teel  their  way.  If  appreciable  results 

have  not  yet  been  obtained  it  m<ay  be  attributed  to  a  combination  of 

two  causes.  In  the  first  place,  time  is  required  to  find  out  the  needs 

of  the  trade  in  the  United  S'ates,  to  investigate  the  possibility^  of 

obtaining  a  share  in  the  trade  of  the  medium-priced  boot  (as  )’et 

practically  unexploited  bj*  British  boot  and  shoe  exjiorters).  and  to 

make  new  markets  for  the  high-class  article  in  which  United  Kingdom 

exporters  had  achieved  some  success  even  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 

Tariff'  Act.  3'he  disturbed  state  of  trade  constitutes  the  second  factor 

to  be  considered. 

It  is  to  I'le  hoped  that  United  Kingdom  exporters  will  not  neglect 
the  opening  which  will  present  itself  when  more  settled  conditions 
restore  trade  to  its  normal  sta^e  and  strengthen  the  buying  power  of 
the  consumer.  If  local  firms  continue  to  increase  their  sales  by 
advertising  their  goods  as  British  models  it  ma}’  fairlj’’  be  considered 
somewhat  of  a  reproach  to  United  Kingdom  exporters  should  they  fail 
with  the  advantages  of  cheaper  labour  and  a  reduced  tariff  to 
capture  a  portion  of  the  market. 

Those  who  took  a  }iessimistic  view  of  the  opening  presented  by  the 
United  States  market,  basing  their  argument  on  the  statement  that 
the  import  trade  as  a  whole  was  not  large,  would  do  well  to  compare 
the  import  figures  tor  1914  with  previous  j’ears.  Although  the  past 
year  developed  into  one  of  commercial  chaos  the  value  ot  iinjKirts  of 
boots  .and  stupes  into  the  United  States  which  was  £(50,227  in  the 
twelve  months  ended  Octolier,  1912,  and  £51,743  in  the  corresponding 
period  in  1913,  increased  to  £95,952  in  the  twelve  months  ended 
Octol>er,  1914.  (A.K.  87.) 

ARGENTINA. 

H.M.  Minister  at  Buenos  Aires  reports,  under  date  14th  June,  th.at 
the  two  officials  appointed  bj’  the  Argentine 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  report  on  the 
feasibility  of  m,anufacturing  wood  pulp  in  the 
Territory  of  Neuquen,  and  the  establishment 
there  of  a  paper  mill  on  a  commercial  basis,  have

now  issued  their  report.  They  state  that  the  wood  of  the  “  araucaria 
imbricata,”  a  species  of  pine  tree  indigenous  in  the  southern  portion 
of  the  Republic,  is  eminently  suitable  for  making  wood  pulp  owing  to 
its  high  percentage  of  fibre.  There  is  an  abundance  of  timber 
available  for  the  purpose;  in  fact,  in  the  territory  of  Nenquen  alone 
there  are  1,000,000  hectares  (2,470,000  acres)  of  land  covered  with 
this  tree.  From  experiments  made,  it  was  found  that  3^  trees  are 
sufficient  to  make  one  ton  of  pulp,  or  2^  trees  would  suffice  for  a  ton  of 
pulp  for  newspapers.  The  value  of  a  ton  of  the  former  pulp  is  about  £H. 

With  I’egaril  to  motive  power  the  report  states  that  there  is  a  large 
quantity  ot  water  in  the  Territory  of  Neuquen  which  could  be  utilised 
for  the  purpose,  and  that  a  mill  capable  of  turning  out  and  using 
7.500  tons  of  pulp  per  annum  would  cost  2,300,000  pesos  currency 
(£201,250). 

H.M.  Minister  comments  that  Neuquen  is  far  from  Buenos  Aires, 
and  that  the  cost  of  haulage  by  railway  would  probably  be  as  much 
as  the  carriage  of  paper  and  pulp  from  Sweden.  Labour,  also,  would 
undoubtedly  be  dearer  than  in  the  latter  country,  and  the  report  gives 
no  indication  as  to  the  distance  the  logs  would  have  to  be  transported 
before  being  rafted  to  the  factory.  (C.  28,657.)

Recently,  however,  a  firm  at  Bangsue,  near 
Bangkok,  commenced  the  manufacture  of  cement, 
and  the  annual  output  of  this  new  works  is  estimated  at  120,000 
barrels  or  20,000,000  kilogs.  (about  44,092,000  lbs.),  a  (piantity 
very  nearly  equal  to  the  average  importation  of  cement  into  Bangkok 
during  the  last  five  years.  The  British  Vice-Consul  adds  that  if  this 
local  factory  is  able  to  produce  the  quantity  and  (juality  of  cement 
its  jiromoters  expect  (as  to  which  some  doubt  is  expressed),  and  at 
the  same  lime  to  compete  in  price  with  the  cheap  cement  now 
imported  from  French  Indo-China,  the  importation  of  cement  into 
Siam  maj'  practically  cease  to  exist.  37,133.)

NATK)N.\E  INSURAXCE. 

Unemployment  Insurance. 

Unemployme.nt  I.nsurance  (Calculation  of  Interest) 
Regulations,  1915. 

The  Board  of  Trade,  in  pursuance  of  Section  91  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911,  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations: — 

1.  These  Regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  Unemployment 

Insurance  (Calculation  of  Interest)  Regulations,  1915, 
and  shall  have  effect  as  from  the  10th  day  of  August, 
1914. 

2.  (1)  For  the  purposes  of  repayments  to  workmen  or  their 

personal  representatives  in  accordance  with  Section  95 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  and  Section  6  of 
the  National  Insurance  (Part  II  Amendment)  Act,  1914, 
compound  interest  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  calculated  on  the  difference  at  the 
end  of  each  insurance  year  between  the  total  amount  of 
contributions  paid  by  the  workman  during  that  year  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911  (exclusive  of  any  contributions 
refunded  to  the  workmen  during  that  year  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  99  of  the  Act),  and  the 
total  amount  of  unemployment  benefit  received  by  the 
workmen  out  of  the  Unemployment  Fund  during  that 
year. 

(2)  The  period  for  which  such  interest  is  calculated  shall  be 
the  number  of  j^ears  between  the  end  of  such  insurance 
year  and  the  end  of  the  insurance  year  next  before  that 
within  which  the  application  for  repayment  is  made. 

(3)  Fractions  of  a  contribution  shall  not  be  taken  into 
account  in  the  calculation  of  compound  interest  in 
accordance  with  these  Regulations ;  and  fiactions  of  one 
penny  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  in  the  amount  of 
interest  so  calculated.
